Earthquake Felt 


Here Tuesday 
For Minute 


An earthquake which 





rocked 
500 miles 
apart Tuesday afternoon was felt 
in Upland and surrounding area 
but no damage was reported in 
San Bernardino or Pomona _ val- 
leys. 

The gentle but strong, rolling 
type quake was felt here at 3:34 
p.m. and lasting slightly over one 
minute.

Solution of Traffic Problem 
Facing Highway Authorities 


One of the greatest problems ahead fos this 
county is the location of its highways to best 
serve the steadily increasing flow of traffic. 

Completion of the local unit of the Ramona 
freeway is not many months off and finishing of 
the entire route into Los Angeles is in the im- 
mediate future. This, of course, means further 
traffic in the county and more traffic to be han- 
dled by local highways. 

Residents of the north and south avenues, 
such as Euclid, Mountain, Central and Arihi- 
bald, are well aware of the steady flow of trucks 
and passenger cars. Some of these thorough- 
fares cannote handle much more, especially 
Euclid avenue. 

And so, what about it? 

Proposed by some in the county is the con- 
struction of the proposed “diagonal” highway 
that would, supposedly, provide a direct route 
from the Valley boulevard to the Cajon pass. 
Scheduled to be erected is a speedway east of 
Ontario through the center of Colton, then east 
on “I” street in San Bernardino to the Cajon 
pass. 

Among those favoring the “diagonal” route 
are Supervisors Will R. Mason of Upland and 
Frank Mogle of Chino. San Bernardino county 
highway engineers have also described the 
proposed route as vital and have given it a 
“top priority.” Federal and state highway of- 
ficials have also concurred in recommending 
this route. 


A “majority’’ of the membership of the San. 


Bernardino county board of supervisors, how- 
ever, is opposed to construction of the “diagon- 
al” route. Thus, this route. is stopped in the 
courthouse deliberations. Clyde V. Kane, dis- 
trict engineer for the state highway depart- 
ment, is following the direction of the state 
commission in preparing to obtain rights-of- 
way for the projected freeway through San 
Bernardino. 

Which route is the shortest? 
route. 

Which is the least expensive right-of-way to 
purchase—the one for the diagonal route or 
the one through the heavily developed cities 
of Colton and San Bernardino? The diagonal 
route. 

Each proposed route has its merit, no doubt. 
Many factors are involved and the location 
should be on merit alone. 

From time to time various features of the 
highway problem will be discussed here.

Sharing of Atomic Development 
By Indusiry Is Right Move 


Some people have expressed opposition to 
the idea of private enterprises being given max- 
imum opportunity to cooperate in the develop- 
ment of atomic energy for peacetime purposes. 

An interesting commentary on this was 
from one of our top atomic scientists, Prof. Har- 
old C. Urey of the University of Chicago. He 
recently said: 

“Many people say that it would be wrong 
to give the results of the money spent by the 
taxpayers on the atomic Program to private 
corporations. My answer to this is: Nonsense. 
Most of ihe money which has been spent on 
atomic energy was for military purposes and 
only very little for anything else. Atomic en- 
ergy does me.no good at all until I can press a 
button on the side of the wall and secure elec- 
tric light at a price which is competitive with 
other sources of energy. 

“I really believe that the objection on the 
part of many people is subconsciously a sub- 
scription to the socialistic philosophy which 
has been running over the world. . ree 
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ONLY....

Senator Knowland Warns Again 
On Red China Policy 


Perhaps America would be in international 
hot water a little jess often if the west had great- 
er representation in foreign policy councils. 

One Californian whose views on Asian 
policies have been proved consistently right by 
the course of events is U. S. Senator William 
Knowland. In an interview in the current issue 
of World Magazine, California's senior senator 
warned that appeasement of Communism in 
Korea or elsewhere in Asia would be “Munich 
all over again.” 

“I think the Kremlin is pursuing its long 
term objectives,” Mr. Knowland stated. “It is 
trying first to consolidate its power in Asia, be- 
fore launching a major assault in western Eu- 
rope.” ‘ 

United States policy should recognize, the 
Senator Majority leader contended, that Chi- 
ang Kai-shek’s administration still is the gov- 
ernment of the Republic of China; that 
Communist China must not be admitted to the 
United Nations; that Indian Prime Minister Neh- 
ru does not speak for Asia; and that so-called 
neutralist nations should not be given the same 
consideration as allies in the matter of Amer- 
ican military and economic aid. 

Some of Senator Knowland’s views will be 
looked upon with disfavor by ultra-liberals, 
particularly on the eastern seaboard. But it 
should be remembered that when it was fash- 
ionable in liberal circles to hail the Chinese 
Reds as agrarian reformers, Mr. Knowland in- 
furiated his present critics by correctly label- 
ing Moa’s men as agents of Moscow. The ad- 
ministration can make good use in its policy 
planning of the good sense. and proven judg- 
ment of the senator of California.

By making 
the most of these opportunities and Americans 
always do that under our system of govern- 
ment, there is no reason why the American 
economy should not continue to expand and 
thrive. 

And while this development apples to the 
entire nation, California stands in an especially 
strategic position with hundreds of thousands 
of tourists heading this way and many thou- 
sands more dreaming of coming.

NISBET'’S LETTER 

“The efficient and competent 
manner in which the challenge 
was met and dealt with is a mat 
ter of great pride and satisfac- 
tion to me, as I know it must be 
to vou and to every citizen that 
has any comprehension of the 
magnitude of the task and_ the 
complications that confronted ali 
departments of the City in thei 
effort to meet them with our lim 
ited facilities. 

“To single out particular indi 
viduals for recognition would 
mean a roster of our entire staff 
from acting City Manager Alder, 
assisted by Mr. Derby, down to 
the most recently assigned pro- 
bationer, each filled his capacity 
like a veteran. 

“The shock troops in the street 
department under Homer Greear 
did a superman job cleaning our 
thoroughfares and maintaining 
traffic circulation, There was but 
one thought that seemed to guide 
them and that was to get the job 
done, though it might call for a 
round-the-clock shift. There was 
never a gripe or a complaint 

“The fire department more than 
justified the confidence we have 
always had in Chief Paulin and 
his lusty volufhteers. I doubt 
if any of our new residents realize 
that the men that stood between 
their new homes and the gale 
swept inferno were not in the 
main paid professionals but vol- 
unteer citizens protecting their

“Chief of Police Ralph Palmer 
augmented his regulars with re- 
serves and given valuable assist- 
ance by Sheriff Hugene Mueller,
